Tragedy in Florida Is 
Caused As Wheel 
Breaks Off 


Desire to Help Citrus 
Men in Emergency 
Is Expressed 


MIAMI, Fla,, (A’l—Nearly a 
score of persons drowned today 
when a large motor bus left the 
Tamiami Trail in the Florida ever¬ 
glades and toppled into a canal 
paralleling the highway. 

The bus company, Tamiami 
Trail Tours, Inc., said 31 persons 
were aboard the west-bound bus 
which left here for Fort Myers and 
Tampa on the Florida west coast. 
First reports indicated 12 survived, 
although several were severely in¬ 
jured. 

Robert Singleton, negro porter, 
said those who lost their lives were 
trapped within the coach in 12 to 
15 feet of water. 

I’orter Saves Some 

He said he broke a window in 
one corner of the bus and crawled 
out. Then, he saifi, he helped all he 
could get out through thi.s one 
exit. 

Ambulances and a police rescue 
squad rushed to the .scene 30 miles 
west of Miami. Passing motorists 
aided in recovering the victims. 
One ambulance driver who brought 
in four bodies .said the accident 
was "the worst I ever .saw.” 

Singleton said the right front 
wheel broke, the big bus lurched 
from side to side, rolled over twice 
and toppled into the deep canal 
which parallels the highway 
through the everglades. Only one 
corner of the bus remains above 
water. 

Driver Survives 

One survivor was V. H. Rogers 
of Walla Walla, Wash. He stood 
about in a daze calling for his 
wife, who was trapped beneath the 
water. 

Bill Hammond of Tampa, vet¬ 
eran driver, was brought in with 
lacerations of the head. Another 
survivor, Edward Lisk, seriously 
injure<l about the head, accom¬ 
panied him. 

No attempt was made to iden¬ 
tify the victims at the scene. 

Officers received reports the bus 
was traveling 40 to 50 miles an 
hour at the time of the accident.

BERLIN. IJPi — Germany an¬ 
nounced today she was ready to 
promulgate a law making German 
volunteer participation in the 
Spanish war a penal offense—but 
only if she has like a.ssurances 
from other nations concerned. 

A German note to Great Brit¬ 
ain. patently conciliatory in tone, 
put it up to the London non-in¬ 
tervention committee to announce 
publicly that all nations repre- 
.sented on the group have agreed, 
by a certain date, to stop the in¬ 
flux of foreign volunteers to Spain. 

This influ.x must be .stopped by 
methods embracing a careful 
system of control, tbe note speci¬ 
fied. 

Following such an announce¬ 
ment, the German note continued, 
Germany would put her volunteer 
law into effect. 

(France has adopted a law to 
keep volunteers at home, and is 
ready to use it in concert with 
other nations. Great Britain has 
invoked an old foreign enlistment 
act to stop her own volunteers. 
The Soviet Union has indicated 
she would participate in a general 
ban on volunteers, but not in ’’uni¬ 
lateral neutrality.”)

Permanent Unemployeef 
Class of 5,000,000 
Seen by Hopkins 


At Least Dozen Killed 
Before Evacuation 
of Kentucky Pen 


■WASHINGTON. (A>l- The house 
appropriations committee report¬ 
ed an $899,717,318 deficiency bill 
to the house today, the bulk of 
it to be used to finance "recovery 
and relief.” 

At a last-minute session of the 
committee, called coincidentally 
with a White House conference be¬ 
tween Speaker Bankhead and the 
President, it was tentatively de¬ 
cided not to open he measure for 
inclusion of an emergency flood 
relief appropriation because the 
exact needs were as yet unknown. 

Relief Major Item 

The major item in the bill called 
for an appropriation of $790,000,- 
000 for recovery and relief to be 
spent between now and June 30. 
That was the amount recommend¬ 
ed by the President. 

The measure included $95,000,- 
000 for the Civilian Conservation 
corps; $6,000,000 for federal land 
banks on account of reductions 
in interest rates on farm mort¬ 
gages; $2,045,000 to the agricul¬ 
ture department for forest-fire 
fighting and prevention; $1,672,- 
000 for completing air condition¬ 
ing of the Capitol and house and 
senate office buildings. 

A prediction of a permanent un¬ 
employed class of about 5,000,- 
000 persons, even during "pros¬ 
perity” periods, reached congress 
today together with word the 
Works Progress administration 
plans to drop 600,000 more work¬ 
ers from its rolls by June. 

Forecasts Future 

Both statements were made by 
Harry L. Hopkins, Works Prog¬ 
ress administrator, who told the 
house appropriations sub-commit¬ 
tee during hearings on the de¬ 
ficiency-relief bill that the outlook 
for this year “holds promise of 
6',4 to 7(4 million unemployed.” 
A record of the secret hearings 
was made public when the bill was 
reported to the house today. 

“For the more distant future, 
when prosperity levels materially 
exceed those of 1929,” Hopkins 
said, “it appears probable that four 
to five million unemployed will ife 
the minimum. This minimum can 
be expected to increase with each 
recurring depression—and the re¬ 
currence of depressions appears as 
an unavoidable feature of the 
present economic order in this 
country.” 


FR.ANKFORT, Ky.. (iPI—Riot¬ 
ing among convicts in flood bound 
Kentucky state prison left at least 
a dozen reported dead today. 
Evacuation of the marooned 
prisoners was under way. 

Water poured thiough the 
prison yard and into the cell 
blocks, groups of convicts climbed 
above the water and huddled in 
darkness, without drinking water 
or heat. 

“Dozen Under Wafer” 

“There are at least a dozen 
cf them under that water,” said 
a national guard officer engaged 
in the evacuation. 

Another guard officer said: 

“I don’t know how many were 
killed. There’s been a lot of 
them.” 

Guardsmen said there had been 
sporadic shooting within the walls 
of the century-old prison since 
last Friday to break the incessant 
chanting of the 2,900 convicts. 

Establish Censorship 

Prison officials clamped a cen¬ 
sorship around the prison and the 
only information about the rioting 
came from the national guards- 
n'en and evacuated prisoners as 
they emerged from the institution. 

Gov. A. B. Chandler made a 
heat tour of the penitentiary and 
said; 

”We don’t know how many, if 
any, are dead. We will have no 
idea what the real situation is 
until the water goes down.” 

One convict whispered as he 
came out in a boat: 

“There are at least 20 prisoners 
dead.”

The 'White House announced to¬ 
day congress would be asked to 
assume relief costs in the nation's 
flood area, where at least 10 
states counted a mounting list of 
some 60 known dead and half a 
million homeless. 

Deepening rivers, meanwhile, 
fed by heavy rains in their sources 
and tributaries, pushed threats of 
new disasters toward many com¬ 
munities.

Licenses Per Capita Are 
Lowest in California, 
Report Shows 


MOSCOW, liPi — Confessed 
Trotzkyists, on trial for plotting 
the defeat of the Soviet Union at 
war, implicated and caused the ar¬ 
rest of a Mdivani today and testi¬ 
fied the exiled Leon Trotzky had 
given this sabotage order: 

"The more human victims the 
better!” 

Bydy Mdivani, former Soviet 
commercial attache at Paris and 
identified by Soviet officials as a 
brother of the marrying Georgian 
princes, was placed under arrest 
after testimony of two of the 17 
defendants had implicated him in 
the alleged conspiracy. 

J. N. Diobnis, black-bearded for¬ 
mer secretary to the mayor of 
Moscow, said he (Drobnis) had re¬ 
layed the Trotzky instructions to 
Soviet industrial "wreckers.” 

The schemes were so well drawn, 
he declared, that although he was 
arrested last August 6. an ex¬ 
plosion planned in the Kuzbas 
mines occurred Sept. 23. as sched¬ 
uled. Christian Rakovsky, noted 
former ambassador to France who 
was the last of the exiled Trotzky¬ 
ists to recant, was implicated in 
the conspiracy by Drobnis. 


A new all-state record was as¬ 
signed to Orange county today. 

A recent .survey of "on-sale” 
liquor licenses in California, in pro¬ 
portion to population, revealed the 
fact that Orange county has the 
smallest number of any in the 
state, according to George M. 
Stout, state liquor administrator. 

The announcement received by 
The Journal today said that with 
a population of 118,674, Orange 
county has a total of 317 "on-sale” 
liquor licenses, or places where 
liquor sold is consumed on the 
premises. This is a ratio of one 
license to each 374 persons. 

Los .Angeles Second 

Actually, according to Stout, the 
population figure should be higher, 
as he has used the 1930 federal 
census figures and there has been 
an increase in population since that 
time. The license figures, of course, 
are authentic. 

Los Angeles county, contrary to 
public belief, has the next best 
ratio, one to 354. 

The average ratio for the fourth 
district is one to 323. This district, 
in addition to Los Angeles and Or¬ 
ange, includes Riverside, San Ber¬ 
nardino, Imperial, San Diego, San¬ 
ta Barbara and Ventura counties. 

Public Opinion 

The average ratio for the entire 
state is one to 226. 

"Public opinion,” according to 
Ray Edgar, representative from 
the fourth district of the state 
board of equalization, "is the most 
efficient factor in keeping down 
the number of liquor licenses. That 
is proved by the figures in Pasa¬ 
dena and Glendale, where the pub¬ 
lic keeps close watch on each ap¬ 
plication for a liquor license and is 
ready with a protest if there are 
any undesirable circumstances. 

“The ratio in Pasadena is one to 
662 and in Glendale, one to 654. 
Cooperation of the public in mak¬ 
ing known to the board undesir¬ 
ability of an applicant of the 
premises for which application is 
made, aids immensely in keeping 
down the number of licenses 
granted.” 


Influenza clo.sed two more coun¬ 
ty schools today as Santa Ana 
schools reopened. 

Lincoln and Hoo.sevclt schools in 
El Modena were closed by A. D. 
Hayes, principal. Pupils were told 
(0 return Thur-sday. 

Hayes .said the extraordinary 
amount of absences due to influ¬ 
enza caused the closing order. 

Local Schools Open 

Buena Park, Cypre.ss, Centralia 
and Villa Park schools .still were 
closed. All except Villa Park were 
closed on Friday, as a re.sult of in- 
fiuenza absences. Viila Park shut 
Its doors Thursiiay. 

At the same time Superintend¬ 
ent Frank Hcnder.son of the Santa 
Ana system said he had not 
“closed” Santa Ana schools Fri¬ 
day. He merely dismi.s.sed them 
early, he said, thereby getting in 
a minimum day. 

JiiHt Dismissed 

The Friday closing order, which 
resulted in dismi.ssal of all classes 
in the city with the exception of 
junior college, was occasioned by 
cold, smudge and ab.sences, he 
said. 

Henderson al.so said he had no 
authority to ciose the Santa Ana 
schools. 

Santa Ana schools laobably will 
remain open, officials .said, al¬ 
though a marked incrca.se in in¬ 
fluenza absences probably would 
re.sult in their shutdown, later.

ITALY AL.SO READY 
TO UHECK VOLUNTEERS 

ROME. iJPi Premier Mus.solini 
informed Great Britain today the 
Italian government was prepared 
to place an embargo on the de¬ 
parture of volunteer troops to the 
Spanish civil war. 

II Duce’s reply accepted the 
points raised by the British de¬ 
mand Jan. 10 for immediate end¬ 
ing of volunteers to Spain. 

The long-awaited note recalled 
Mussolini’s previous propo.sal to 
remove all foreigners now par¬ 
ticipating in the Spanish conflict, 
directly or indirectly, and asked 
England’s opinion on its feasibii- 

ity. 

Italy’s proposed embargo on vol¬ 
unteers will be put into effect, the 
note said, as soon a.s all other 
governments adopt the came pro¬ 
vision, or agree on the general 
lines of a system of control and 
fix the date for its effectiveness. 


Sale of 38 acres of valuable San 
Juan Capistrano property, 23 
acres of which is bearing citrus 
land, was announced today by Carl 
Hankey, prominent orange grow¬ 
er of that district. Hankey sold 
his grove to Walter J. Thompson, 
Arcadia. Price paid for the land 
was not announced. 

Thompson was elated to discov¬ 
er that the recent cold wave failed 
to damage either fruit or trees 
on the property, and made the 
purchase after a careful check of 
temperatures every night during 
the cold spell, Hankey said. 

The land, located about two 
miles east of San Juan Capistrano, 
is higher than the surrounding 
groves, and for that reason es¬ 
caped any damage from frost. It 
was on this property that Hankey 
raised his prize-winning gladi¬ 
oluses which gained national rec¬ 
ognition two years ago. In the 
past 10 years Hankey has sold 63 
acres of valuable property from 
his original holding of 120 acres. 


ANTOFAGASTA, Chile, Wi — 
One hundred employes of the 
Chuquicamata copper mines were 
killed today and an additional 
hundred injured, police e.stimated, 
in the explosion of two carloads 
of blasting powder.

WEATHER IS 
PREDICTED 

Approaching Frigid Wave 
May Be Turned Aside, 
Says Official 

Hopes that higher temperatures 
would prevail in the citrus district ; 
from now on were expressed by 
growers and agricultural officials 
today. 

A week end which saw a letup 
in some of the lowest temperatures 
in the history of Orange county 
passed without additional damage ' 
to the citrus crop, already esti-! 
mated at 50 per cent or more by t 
■ompetent observers. 

Outlook Cheerful 

A new cold wave which was | 
feared to be descending on the | 
Southland from the Northwest has 
1 good chance of breaking up be¬ 
fore arriving here, according to 
Agricultural Commissioner D. W. 
Tubbs, who conferred today with 
government weather men. Floyd 
Young, government weather fore- 
,:aster, had indicated yesterday 
that a storm raging over the 
Northwest gave indication of mov¬ 
ing southward, but today’s out¬ 
look was more cheerful. 

If this full moon period passes 
without further damaging freez¬ 
ing weather, there probably will 
be no more icy weather this sea¬ 
son, it was indicated today by 
Tubbs, who pointed out that the 
next full moon period will come 
late in February. 

Filing Subsides 

Orange county citrus growers, 
who have been and now are bet¬ 
ter supplied with oil for orchard 
heaters than in other districts 
where the shortage because of 
lack of transportation facilities 
has been tragic, fired their heaters 
yesterday morning. Some scat¬ 
tered firing was reported last 
night and this morning, but it was 
not general. 

Lowest temperatures reported 
around the county Sunday morn¬ 
ing ranged around 26 degrees. In 
the Santa Ana-Tustin area a low 
of 29.7 was reported at 10;15 
o'clock Saturday night, lasting un¬ 
til midnight. By 3 a. m. the mer¬ 
cury had risen to the 27.5 mark 
and by 6 a. m. to the 29 degree 
mark. At 3 a. m. today the tem¬ 
perature dropped to 29.5 and to 
28 at 5 a. m. At 7 a, m. it wag 
down to 27 degrees. Little or no 
damage was reported for the past 
two nights. 

Trees Defoliated 

One prominent grower who has 
been through the 1913, 1922 and 
the late freezes, said today that 
the freeze this year was worse 
than that of 1913. He expressed 
little hope that there would be 
much first grade fruit shipped 
from unprotected groves. But ' 
5000 out of 73,000 acres of citrus 
in this district are protected with 
orchard heaters. 

While young lime trees weie de¬ 
foliated by the cold at Lemon 
Heights, not much damage has 
been reported to othei' citrus,trees, 
a circumstance for which growers 
are grateful.

White frost on the 
ground was held by one Anaheim 
packing house official to be a 
good omen, meaning that there is 
moisture in the ground to absorb 
some of the cold. 

Non-Poisonous 

One Anaheim rancher, John De- 
!.and, utilized his unique louvers 
system, which consists of an 18- 
foot high wall, 450 feet in length 
with 18-inch wide slats arranged 
like the vents in an automobile 
radiator, to keep temperatures 
lower. The apparatus, he con¬ 
tends, draws the warm air down 
and circulates it gently through 
his grove. 

Dr. R. V. Stone, Los Angeles 
county assistant health physician, 
said the smudge may be annoying 
but it is not dangerous. "What 
causes such grief among house¬ 
wives and others interested in 
keeping things clean is the carbon, 
he said. The particles are inhaled 
and caught in the mucous of the 
respiratory passages azjd the lungs 
are not expectorated in the usual 
manner. There is nothing poison¬ 
ous about the carbon, he said. 

Birds Kiidangered 

Ed W. LeBard was quoted by 
Associated Press as saying that 
the wild life of Southern Califor¬ 
nia is seriously threatened by the 
freeze. The amateur ornithologist 
said the cold weather has frozen 
surface of the ground so that the 
birds cannot obtain their cus¬ 
tomary food of worms, insects and 
smali game.

named a .suspect. He was never 
arrested, for lack of evidence. 

Or Manus Gantman of Santa 
Ana. On Oct. 24, 1932, someone 
walked into his store at 310 East 
Fourth street, between 11:30 
o’clock and noon. What happened 
there no one knows. 

Head Crushed 

A customer that came in a few 
minutes later found Gantman 
lying on the floor, dead. His head 
had been crushed. Nothing was 
stolen. There were no fingerprints. 
Nobody had seen anyone enter or 
leave. And the report still reads 
“persons unknown." 

There was the case in November 
of the same year of Mayo?' Frede¬ 
rick H. Koesel of Anaheim, 62 
years old. He was discovered in 
Brea canyon, shot through the 
stomach. He died a few hours 
later, in a hospital. 

The coroner’s jury returned a 
verdict of homicide at the hands 
of "person or persons unknown." 
Later they said Mayor Koesel com¬ 
mitted suicide. But they still don’t 
know. If it was murder it was 
never solved. 

Keniurkable Record 

The sheriff’s office has had an 
exceptional record since 1931, on 
cases in its jurisiliction. Of 14 
murders committed during that 
time all have been solved with the 
single exception of the shooting of 
Pete Riley, transient, at Newport 
Beach Nov. 17, 1933. A man 

named "Whitey" was suspected 
of that crime, but was never ap¬ 
prehended. 

The killeis of Rafael Muriillo 
and Guadalupe Grimaldo, both in 
1931, are known, but have fled to 
safety in Mexico. All the rest are 
known and most have been cap¬ 
tured, one after a lapse of 16 
years, and one after a lapse of 
12 years. All captives have been 
convicted. 

Jesus Esquivel is being tried in 
superior court for the murder of 
Salvador Lopez in 1929. Two 
Hynes men are awaiting trial in 
Los Angeles for the murder of 19- 
year-old Pedro Rojas of Delhi last 
September. 

Aged Alan Stabl>ed 

Some others never were dis¬ 
covered. Early in 1927 three Mex¬ 
icans were on a wine-drinking 
spree in Costa Mesa. All tumbled 
into bed late at night, heavily 
doped with liquor. 

When they awoke in the morn¬ 
ing Vicemte Acuna, 60 years old, 
was lying in a pool of blood across 
his bed. He had been stabbed to 
death. The drunkenne.ss of the 
others was a perfect alibi. And 
the killer never was discovered. 
Nor was a motive. 

A Jewish junk collector known 
only as Shantz was shot and killed 
on June 20, 1927, near the county 
hospital. The report reads "per¬ 
son or persons unknown." 

Throat Slashed 

Juliano Pinida, 60 years old, died 
within a few moments Dec. 6, 

1927, after his throat had been 
slashed by an unknown assailant 
near his Smeltzer home. 

Tranquilinio Duarte, 22. was 
shot Feb. 2, 1928, by an unknown 
assailant. 

A 17-year-old girl died that 
same year in a Santa Ana hospital 
following an illegal operation per¬ 
formed by an abortionist who nev¬ 
er was identified. 

Emil Von Has.selm, 62. was 
killed by gunshot wounds May 7. 

1928. The assailant remained 
nameless, Edward Ruiz, 42, was 
stabbed to death by an unknown 
assailant on Sept. 29, 1928. 

Series of Killings 

In July of the following year 
Walter Roy Kirk, 24, of Hunting- 
ton Beach, died from the effects of 
a severe beating with the well- 
known “blunt instrument.” In 
quick succession came the mur¬ 
ders of two unknown men, one 
white, one Mexican, by unknown 
assailants. One was shot, one 
beaten to death. 

One of the most baffling cases 
of all was that of Edward K. 
Walker, 50-year-old San Clemen- 
tian, who was found dead in a 
car, in a San Clemente garage, on 
March 14, 1931. He had disap¬ 
peared 10 days before. 

A coroner’s jury said it was 
murder—that Walker had been 
placed, unconscious, in the car, 
and left to die from monoxide 
poisoning. The sheriff’s office said 
it was suicide. It never was 
solved. 

So there you are. Murder, it 
seems, will out, but the murderers 
sotpetimes will not out.

' The young industry, which has 
I been growing rapidly in late years, 
had already bought its year’s ad¬ 
vertising before the freeze, ar¬ 
ranged for the maiketing of its 
record crop and opened 13 new 
sales offices in the East and Mid- 
c;le West. 

Now they are beset by market¬ 
ing difficulties and unable to get 
enough fruit. AM sot to go through 
another prosperous year, the co¬ 
operative now has iittle left to 
go on. 

The 45 per cent of the avocado 
crop grown outside San Diego 
county was heavily damaged by 
the first freeze. Jan. 9 to 11. while 
The last freeze, ending Saturday 
night, damaged a largS percentage 
of the crop in San Diego county. 

Almost all young trees were 
killed by the cold temperatures 
which were reported as low as 17 
degrees in areas which normally 
never need heating and w’hich 
were totally unprotected by or¬ 
chard heating.

Flood rivers continued to feed 
the Mississippi in its course to¬ 
ward the gulf, raising fears of a 
major rise southward of Memphis, 
Tenn., should the rains persist. 

Record river stages studded the 
rampaging Ohio all along its 
course from West Virginia through 
Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky, Illinois. 
The Monongahela and Allegheny 
rivers, which joined to form the 
Ohio, were rising again, fed from 
their mountain watersheds in 
Pennsylvania. Missouri, Arkansas 
and Tennessee counted heavy 
losses from rising tributaries of 
both the Ohio and the Mississippi. 
Minor floods threatened other 
states. 

Cincinnati’s 750,000 residents 
were gripped by a water famine 
and a new threat to their health. 
Authorities feared water might be 
available only 15 or 20 minutes 
each day, with pumps inoperative 
and the reservoir supply dwindling. 

This menace followed in the 
wake of a $1,500,000 fire, the 
worst in Cincinnati’s history. Blaz¬ 
ing oil tanks made the danger of 
a new fire ever present. Flames 
broke out again this morning, but 
were subdued by firemen. 

With 200,000 already homeless 
at Louisville, authorities requested 
all who could to evacuate the city 
as the river rose, and discussed 
with army officials the desirability 
of martial law. Meteorologist J. 
L. Kendall predicted an “unprece¬ 
dented" level of 58 feet by tomor¬ 
row night. Electricity was cut 
off. Hundreds were marooned in 
sections surrounded by water. 

Convicts Killed 

The known figure of 60 dead 
throughout the flood area, did not 
count 15 convicts killed in rioting 
in the Kentucky state reformatory 
at Frankfort, where river waters 
filtered through the cell blocks. 

Fire, pestilence, food and water 
shortages, and power shutoffs fol¬ 
lowed in the wake of the mount¬ 
ing waters in many cities. Na¬ 
tional guardsmen, the army and 
navy, other governmental agencies 
and the Red Cross rushed relief in¬ 
to the devastated areas. 

Tales of acute .suffering were 
told. Countless thousands were 
marooned in their homes. Refu¬ 
gee camps held hungry thousands 
more, many of them cold and sick. 
Health clinics were set up and vac¬ 
cines rushed into the flood a*'eas 
to forestall dangers of epidemics. 

A rising river stage left fully 
25,000 homeles.s and hungry at 
Portsmouth. At Pomeroy, Ohio, 
the 3,500 residents were without 
power or gas. Bellaire and 
Bridgeport were virtually isolated. 
Gov. Martin L, Davey called a 
special legislative session at 
Cclumbus to appropriate $250,000 
lor flood relief. Fully 4,500 WPA 
workmen already were on the job. 

Fire also menaced Augusta, Ky„ 
as an oil drum burst. The town 
was almost deserted. 

Refugees streamed from Padu¬ 
cah, as watei rose through the 
business area. From 15,000 to 
20,000 of the city’s 34,000 resi¬ 
dents weie expected to be evacuat¬ 
ed by nightfall. 

Report Food Shortage 

Covington and Newport, Ky., 
reported food shortages and virtual 
isolation. 

Memphis, Tenn., got word that 
thiee small gaps had been made 
in the Mississippi river levee 
above Hickman, Ky., where farm¬ 
ers stopped U. S. army engineers 
seeking to release the river into 
the Birds Point-New Madrid, Mo., 
flood way. 

They sought in this manner to 
relieve Cairo, III., where 12,000 
residents were endangered as the 
river level reached 58.08 feet oh a 
60-foot floodwall. Mayor August 
Bode warned women and children 
to flee. 

Gov, Henry Horner went into 
southern Illinois, where fully 20,- 
000 were refugees in seven coun¬ 
ties. At Shawneetown, about 
two-thirds of the city’s 1,500 pop¬ 
ulation was being carried out by 
boats.

I 
guess I sensed right away I’d been 
on the border, even before they 
told me.”

DETROIT. (/P) —General Motor.s 
corporation proceeded today with 
preparations to re-open some 
plants as its executives awaited 
a summons to meet in Washington 
W'ednesday for a peace conference 
with automotive strike leaders. 

At the corporations’ office here 
it was said no statement would be 
made on the request until official 
word was received from Secretary 
cf Labor Frances Perkins. The 
headquarters of the United Auto- 
mobiie Workers of America, which 
called the strikes, signified that 
the union would accept the invita¬ 
tion. 

William S. Knudsen, executive 
vice president of General Motors, 
said he hoped to be able to return 
93,000 of the 125,000 idle employes 
to work but made no announce¬ 
ment as to which plants would 
resume operations. The re-open¬ 
ings are scheduled to begin tomor¬ 
row. 

It was made clear, though, the 
re-openings would be confined to 
plants which have been shut only 
because of shortages of materials. 

Knudsen said the company 
planned to provide two days of 
employment each week for the 
workers returned to their jobs. 
This, he said, would add approx¬ 
imately $.144,000 to the daily pay¬ 
roll. 


LONDON. (jPI - - Storms and 
floods in scattered parts of the 
world killed 12 persons today, en¬ 
dangered countless others and 
caused extensive property damage. 

Four persons were killed at Syd¬ 
ney, Australia, in the most violent 
storm in many years. Many 
houses were unroofed. 

The Greek steamer Spiros went 
down off the coast of Portugal, 
carrying eight members of the 
crew to death. Sixteen other 
sailors escaped. 

London seismographs registered 
an earthquake "of some intensity" 
at 6:30 a. m. today.

The nineteenth congressional 
district Townsend convention held 
Saturday in Riverside was a great 
convention, with complete har¬ 
mony from beginning to its close. 
.S. L. Wingert of Yucaipa was 
elected permanent chairman. 
Raljih Watson of .San Ber¬ 
nardino acted as temporary sec- 
rotary, but Arthur E, Gale of Cor¬ 
ona liceame permanent secretary. 
A number of candidates for both 
offices were presented, including 
Herbert F. Kenny of Santa Ana, 
for chairman. Names for perma¬ 
nent secretary prc.scntcd included 
Grant Fleming, Ralph Wat.son and 
that of the writer; but Kenny for 
chairman and the last three for 
secretary withdrew, and the per¬ 
manent chairman and secretary 
first stated were elected unani¬ 
mously by acclamation of the con¬ 
vention.

HUNTINGTON BEACH. — De¬ 
velopment of a 200-acre beach 
playground loomed as a possibility 
here Saturday as the result of a 
talk given before Rotary club 
members by George Hjelte, play¬ 
ground and recreation supervisor 
for Los Angeles. 

In calling attention to the urg¬ 
ent need for additional recrea¬ 
tional facilities, Hjelte pointed to 
the growing popularity of South¬ 
ern California beaches, and cited 
the fact that more than 25,000.- 
000 vi.sits were paid playground 
areas in the Ix)s Angeles district 
last year. Approximately $6,000,- 
OOO was sjient by these pleasure 
seekers. 

Hjelte said that in 1929—the 
peak year of the post-war. boom— 
the figures spent on recreation in 
this country neared the 25,000,000 
mark. Some 23,000 cities in the 
United States have supervised rec¬ 
reational facilities, it was stated. 

Following the meeting William 
Gallienne, secretary of the cham¬ 
ber of commerce, announced that 
Mayor Willis H. Warner would 
probably appoint a committee 
frem repre.sentative civic bodies to 
investigate the development of the 
city-owned tract hear the trailer 
camp. 

One of the features of the pro¬ 
posed improvement wouid be con¬ 
struction of a pedestrian subway 
leading to the beach.

(Laguna Heralfi) 

Picture the swelling chests of 
.sardines, assuming they can rea<l 
and granting they are as publicity 
thirsty as the average Californian. 

From now until after the state 
legislature disposes of a law de¬ 
signed to guard their welfare 
much oratory, and literature not 
to mention money- - will be devoted 
to the sardine. 

And what's it all about? 

On one side of the picture are 
lists of voters' names, service 
clubs, chambers of commerce, city 
councils, sportsman's organizations 

even churches—all pleading with 
the legislature for the passage of 
a law to halt or curb exploitation 
of one of the state's greatest re¬ 
sources the fish in the Pacific 
and with the lowly and prolific 
sardine in the center of the con¬ 
troversial net. The .solicitude for 
the sardine, curiously, focuses 
around his reputation for appeas¬ 
ing the appetities and padding out 
the insides of game, edible fish. 

On the other side of this pic¬ 
ture is the voice of a couple of 
dozen oil and fertilizer interests 
stationed beyond the horizon line, 
on floating leduction plants. And 
unless precedent fails, those two 
dozen voices will speak louder - 
or at least more "feelingly" than 
all the .somewhat loosely organ¬ 
ized, though indignatit opposition. 
That voice, from the 12-mile limit, 
perhaps lacking in emotion, ha.s, 
neverthele.ss, m e t a I i c vibration 
which ha.s charmed away at ieast 
two attempts by the groups in the 
first picture to .save to the state 
thousands of dollars in natural re¬ 
sources. Bluntly there is plenty 
of money fixing the jackpot and 
it will be u.sed lavishly, employ¬ 
ing every trick to defeat legisla¬ 
tion intended to curb or interfere 
with as ruthless an exploitation of 
the people's property as has ever 
been 'levised. 

The floating leductioii plants, 
which for the uninitiated are noth¬ 
ing more or le.ss than old hulks 
equipped to boil and grind fish, 
are the e.xploiters' idea of heaven, 
even though a .smelly one. With 
no land taxes to pay, a minimum 
of investment in physical assets, 
the ocean as a fielil and everything 
that swims as grist for the plant, 
with no "import” duties, with 
cheap help there is little more the 
exploiter could ask. Add to this 
the heavy percentage of alien 
ownei'.ship in this exploitation and 
you have a pretty picture. 

We trust each picture is .suffi¬ 
ciently clear. One side we have 
con.scrvationists on the other ex¬ 
ploiters. The latter, among its 
lesser esoteric activities will de¬ 
ride the idea that the ocean and 
California are being depleted of a 
major natural resource—just as 
the old-school cut and slash lum¬ 
ber operators ridiculed the idea 
that timber lands could be de¬ 
pleted. Oddly the public seldom 
vi.sualizes the fearsome spectre of 
depletion until it has arrived 
hungry—at an empty cupboard. 

The public may rest assured the 
state legislature and congress will 
meet with every obstacle, be im¬ 
portuned, cajoled and threatened 
-depending upon the tempera¬ 
ment of each individual lawmaker 
—which the fat fixing fund and

One may sympathize with Cali- j 
fornia farmers for their impatience j 
in the marine strike situation and I 
still not approve of their proposal 
to take matters in their own hands. 

These farmers are running short 
of food for theic stock. In the holds 
of idle ships are thousands of tons 
of grain needed for use on farms. 
It can’t be moved because ship¬ 
owners and stevedores can’t agree 
about something or other that does 
not greatly interest the farmers. 
They want their grain, and they 
propose to get it. 

In the vicinity of San Francisco I 
these farmers are reported to be j 
organizing to unload the ships. If ‘ 
the shipowners are willing they ; 
should be permitted to do that. 

However, any attempt on the 
part of the farmers to "break” the 
strike in this manner is sure to 
arouse strife. Thus far the marine 
shutdown ha.s been carried on with- j 
out much rowdyism and it has not 
been nece.ssary to call out troops. 

Farmers attempting to do their 
own longshore work will need pro¬ 
tection of troops and police. Their 
trucks hauling goods from the 
docks will need protection of 
guards. Perhaps even their barns 
and their stock will require guards. 

Which is no favorable reflection 
upon the men who control this con¬ 
dition of enforced idleness. They 
are tough eggs; their methods are 
the methods of the toughs. j 

A more forceful plan than this of , 
the farmers must be devised. It 
must be a public plan, not a farm¬ 
ers’ plan. Perhaps the proper mass 
appeal to the governor, or the leg¬ 
islature would assist. Perhaps a 
union of merchants, industrialists 
and farmers would be effective. 

Such a movement would have be¬ 
hind it public support of such force 
that it could not be resisted, not 
even by the water front toughs.

Constant Bickering 

By 1776 California had been “at¬ 
tached to what was known as the 
commandancia general of the in¬ 
ternal provinces, which at that 
time included Sonora, New Mex¬ 
ico, Chihuahua, Coahuila and Tex- 
a.s Shortly thereafter, according 
to record, it became a part of the 
Internal Provinces of the West, 
when some of the other provinces 
had been rearranged under the 
title of Internal Provinces of the 
East. Page after page of old docu¬ 
ments reveal constant bickerings 
that were predominant when these 
changes took place. 

The early Spani.sh politicians 
art. given the reputation of being 
master of the art of ward-heeling. 
While record shows that constant 
changes were in effect, the meth¬ 
od of procedure in those days was 
.so slow' that it was months and 
even years before some portions 
were affected by the change. 

Traveling Capital 

It seems that none of those in 
high office in California had per¬ 
manent residence. In other words, 
their offices were where they were 
and evei-ytime a horse galloped 
there went the .seat of govern¬ 
ment. When he was wanted for 
.some official act, the man in 
charge was usually as hard to lo¬ 
cate as the well known needle in 
the haystack. The capital of Cali- 
fcinia was moved so many times 
that there were few who knew 
where it might be on the morrow. 

Later, when California reverted 
to the viceroy type of government, 
things were in a W'orse mess, po¬ 
litically speaking, than ever. Or¬ 
ders issueil by the king of Spain 
were handed down to the viceroy 
cf Mexico, then to the command- 
ante general at Chihuahua and 
thence to the governor of Califor¬ 
nia at Monterey, or wherever he 
might be at the time. 

While these orders were thus 
being sent, there was u.sually a 
couple of revolutions taking place 
which further confused things. By 
the time the message had reached 
its destination a new order was in 
effect, or by that time the king 
had i.ssucd a contradictory state¬ 
ment which was on its way. All 
in all, confusing as politics are to¬ 
day, they are crystal-clear com¬ 
pared to the labyrinth of red tape 
of early California. 


While not directly affecting Or¬ 
ange county as a county, inasmuch 
as this district was still a part of 
Los Angeles county in those days, 
the political scraps and bickerings 
of early California form a great 
part of our history. In tact, some 
of the strife goes back to days 
when Los Angeles was a tiny 
pueblo and counties were as yet 
unheard of in the state. 

It has been said, and old records 
bear this out, that California was 
conceived, born and reared in pol¬ 
itics and red tape, A constant 
change of form of government was 
responsible for most of the con¬ 
fusion in the early days. First, 
California was a part of the king-

Orange county citrus marketing 
associations and packing houses 
had a new set of regulations to 
follow today in shipping fruit. 

The state bureau of fruit and 
vegetable standardization an¬ 
nounced additional regulations to 
strengthen the hand of state and 
county agricultural officials in 
preventing shipment and eventual 
sale of frozen citrus fruits. 

The law gives the state director 
of agriculture authority to issue 
regulations which include the pro¬ 
vision that all citrus fruits are 
shipped in violation of the state 
agricultural code if a sample of the 
fruit shows serious freezing dam¬ 
age after being held for a period 
long enough to permit the frost 
symptoms to develop. 

That means, the department 
said, that shippers and packers of 
citrus fruits are warned not to 
pack or ship any citrus fruits 
which they know have been dam¬ 
aged by low temperatures because 
they will be subject to prosecution 
if the sample held shows that it 
had been shipped in violation of 
the code. 

The department advised that all 
questionable lots be held long 
enough so that the owner is sure 
it is not damaged. 

Another feature of the ruling 
issued is that it applies to any 
period when serious low tempera¬ 
tures are experienced, now or in 
the future. The ruling, it was said, 
is expected to provide legal back¬ 
ground for action over any con- 
tinued period of frost damage.

Try one-bite croquettes for a 
picnic, appetizer tray, or accom¬ 
paniment to a chilled tomato or 
fruit juice cocktail. Be sure to 
insert a toothpick to insure easy 
handling as well as good eating. 

Melt 3 table-spoons butter, blend 
i'.i 3 tablespoons flour then add % 
cup milk gradually. Cook, stirring 
constantly until thick. Add tea¬ 
spoon salt, pepper to taste and 1% 
cups cooked or canned chicken 
that has been chopped very fine. 
Add 4 tablespoons lemon juice, 
and 2 teaspoons each of finely 
minced celery and parsley. Spread 
on a flat plate and chill. Mold into 
tiny finger shapes, roll in fine, dry 
bread crumbs and then dip into 
beaten egg and again in crumbs. 
Fry in deep hot fat until golden 
brown. The fat should be 400 de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit if you have a hot j 
fat thermometer. Drain on un- 
glazed paper.

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Relief for Our Own People! 

W ITH the Orange Empire still staggering on its heels 
from effects of the major freeze, it’s time to talk 
about a little relief for our own people. 

There are two kinds of relief needed, in our opinion, 
as a result of the weather catastrophe. 

First is help for the hundreds of citrus and vegetable 
pickers and packers who will be deprived of jobs because 
of ruined crops. 

Administrator Dan Mulherron of the Works Prog¬ 
ress Administration has gone promptly to work on this 
problem, asking federal officials for an increase in quota 
of 1,000 men. 

This plea should be granted. And it will be, if we 
know anything about the federal relief setup. 

WPA jobs can save hundreds of men and their fam¬ 
ilies from semi-starvation and misery later on in the 
season. 

In the name of humanity, there should be no delay 
or obstacles to Administrator Mulherron’s request. 

The second kind of relief is help for the growers 
whose groves or crops are mortgaged against loans that 
fall due within the next 18 months. 

These ranchers, whose capital investments and man¬ 
agement make the citrus industry what it is, will be de¬ 
prived of most of their income for the coming 18 months— 
if they are among those badly hit by the low temperatures. 

They will not be in a position to meet payment of 
large notes in many cases. 

Private and federal banks should arrange convenient 
extensions of principal payment, we believe, so that the 
financial loss of the freeze will not force these unfor¬ 
tunate owners to lose their property. 

When all is said and done, agriculture is Orange 
county’s backbone industry. 

It furnishes paychecks for more people than any 
other. 

It provides dividends for more people than any other. 

It brings in more outside money than any other. 

Owners and workers of the industry should be pro¬ 
tected in every way possible from the aftermath of frozen 
crops. 

WPA work and extended bank loans will do a lot to 
help. 

This help should be freely and gladly given. 

If there is a silver lining in that cloud of smudge 
smoke, let’s bring it out shining!

Youngsters Need Warm Clothes 

W E ARE (3lAD to read that Howard Law, director of 
the SRA commodity distribution office here, will fur¬ 
nish warm clothing to inadequately clad youngsters of 
any family eligible for relief. 

But Director Law’s kind offer does not take in enough 
territory—due to red tape, no doubt, over which he has no 
control. 

Many boys and girls who are going to school poorly 
clothed against winter come from families which aren’t 
eligible for relief. 

They come from homes where the finances are in 
borderline condition—not low enough for relief yet not 
high enough for warm underwear, shoes and coats for the 
kiddies. 

These are the youngsters who need the help. 

Director Law can’t do anything for them—unless a 
way can be found to slash that red tape. 

This red tape should be cut to pieces, in our opinion. 

It is stupid to spend millions on some far-fetched un¬ 
necessary work relief project—and to let little children go 
to school blue with cold. 

It is asinine to keep huge piles of warm clothing 
locked up in SRA storehouses—while youngsters are 
forced to wear flimsy summer garments during winter 
temperatures. 

What is the sense to paying to educate the minds of 
these young people—if we expose their bodies to winter 
diseases because of lack of suitable clothing! 

The school teachers know who these borderline boys 
and girls are. In fact, they are helping many of them out 
of their own salaries. 

Why can’t a way be found to certify these youngsters 
to the SRA for clothing—like the Parent-Teachers asso¬ 
ciation handles the milk cases? 

Margaret Sanger suggests a 25-year moratorium 
on babies to stop war. V/hy not a 100-year morato¬ 
rium to stop everything? 

An American on Americanism 

N ational Commander Harry W. Colmery of the 
American Legion demonstrates a real love and un¬ 
derstanding of the principles of liberty. 

That four-square Kansan disapproves of the tenets 
and practices of Communism and Fascism. 

Yet in reference to efforts to suppress free speech on 
the subject, he writes in the national Legion magazine: 

*T feel that it is essential that I should take cognizance of 
a situation which, if it persists, not only will do immeasurable 
harm to the Legion but wiil undermine the faith of the people 
in the Legion and in our democratic form of government. 

"The American Legion is opposed to Communism. But there 
is nothing which even remotely implies that we should suspend 
the constitution of the United States, violate the principles of 
our own organization, and use force or violence or intimidation 
to suppress any group.” 

That, in our opinion, is the way that the tolerant, 
civilized, intelligent American looks at the matter. 

It’s much better than sandbagging all dissenters. 

The nation as a whole would do well to follow Mr. 
Ckilmery’s leadership in this respect.
